PLORATION HAS TAKEN A 
NEW TURN 


Will Start Next Summer on Work 
of Surveying, Charting and Sound- 
ing the Ocean or, a Scale Not Ap- 
proached Since 1872. 

J. Foster Stackhouse’s expedition 
originally intended for Antarctic ex- 
ploration hag developed into a scheme 
for surveying, sounding and charting 
the ocean on a scale which, it is as- 
serted, has not been approached since 
the famous Challenger expedition of 
1872-76. 

Mr. Stackhcuse, explaining his pians 
said: ‘‘We shall start next December 
and the voyago will last six or seven 
years. The route will be, London to 
Iceland, thence across the Atlantic to 
Nova Scotia, taking soundings on the 
Way upon the site of the Titanic dis- 
aster. From Halifax the vessel will 
proceed to the Azores and then down 
the “backbone” of the Atlantic to the 
Brazilian island of Trinidad, examin- 
ing all portions of the ocean where no 
soundings have hitherto been made. 
Then we will go to Rio De Janice, to 
the southeast~of which there is a 
great sand tank on the trade route 
and then around Cape Horn, where 
only half dozea soundings have been 
made. 

“Then we shall go to Montevedio 

and Buenog Ayres examining other 

banks on the way. From there we g° 
to Cape Tow. via Tristan Da Cunah 
and from the Cape we start the Ant- 
arctic part of the expedition, making 

a westerly point reached by Sir D. 

Mawson's expedition. Then we go to 

the Sandwich Islands. 

“The task of sounding the Pacific 
ocean will become one of the utmost 
importance with the opening of the 
Panama canal to the shipping of the 
world. 

“Then we go back to Cape Town 
and thence to Mauretius examining 
the banks of the south coast of South 
Africa from Maretius to Zanzibar and 
from Zanzibar to the Seychelles  is- 
lands on the north of which there are 
great banks on the route to India. We 
then go to Bombay,.and thence to 
Singapore, Hong Kong, China and 
Japan. 

“The members of our expedition will 
number tweive scientists, with six of- 
ficers and eigh‘een or nineteen sailors, 
All have signed un fcr seven years. To 
carry out all our plans we require 
a further sum of $126,000. So far we 
have rcecived no government Brant.”

PRISONERS PLANT FORESTS 


Australian Convicts Reforest 600 Acres 
of Waste Land of the State 

According to a recent report of the 
forestry department of New South 
Wales, good conduct convicts at the 
state prison, instead of breaking store, 
are now engaged in the more useful 
and healthful work of replanting with 
trees'the waste laads of the state. At 
one prison alone 26,000 trees, mostly 
American ash and pines Were plant- 
ed in 1913, and so successful have 
these plantations been that this work 
will be considerably extended ia the 
Present year. 

A similar idea has been worked out 
successfully by the city of San Diego 
{n California, which possesses 7,000 
acres of bare rolling sand land at a 
distance of ten miles from the city A 
trained forester was engaged to make 
this land profit-yielding and under his 
direction the city’s unemployed have 
been given work planting this area 
with trees suitable to th® nature of the 
country. Other cities in the United 
States that have found it necessary to 
purchase and reforest large areas on 
the watersheds governing their water- 
supply have advantageously sed the 
same kind of labor. The primary pur- 
pose of such reforestatiun is not, how- 
ever, to furnish work to the unem- 
ployed, but to develop a frofitaLle 
source of revenue from land which 
would, otherwis+ remain unproductive: 

City forests of this kind are not, as 
yet, in vogue in this country. Per- 
haps the only city forcst in Canada is 
that at Guelph, Ont., where a small 
area has boan planted surrounding the 
| springs which furnish the city’s water 
supply. In many of the counties cf 
Eastern Canada, nowever, are large 
areas of waste land, originally forest- 
ed, and caapble only of producing for- 
ests. Ontario has a Counties Refor- 
jestation Act making possible ‘the ac- 


* | quisition of such waste land for refor- 


estation purposes by municipal coun- 
cils, but up to the present time only 
one’ county has availed itself of this 
opportunity Quebec and the Domin- 
jion government have also passed legis- 
lation to encourage tree planting, and

WIRELESS MESSAGES 


ALL WIRELESS OPERATORS MUST 
NOW HAVE A LICENSE FROM 
NAVAL DEPARTMENT 


Regulations Hive Been issued Gow 
erning Opecation of Ail Radio-Tele- 
graph Equipment in the Dominion— 


Amateurs Have Caused Serious In- 
convenience. 


Elaborate regulations have been is 
sued by the naval department govern- 
ing the issuing of licenses and the con- 
trol of operation of all radio-telegraph 
equipments in Canada, whether in the 
hands’ of amateurs or for commercial 
purposes, either on land or in Canad- 
jan registered vessels. The regula 
tions are based on the uniform rules 
drawn up two years ago by the Inter 
national Radio-Telegraph convention. 
They apply not only to the “profess- 
ional” wireless operator, but also to 
the hundreds of amateur operators 
throughout Cazada, whose indiscrimin- 
ate sending out of wave-lengths would 
if uncontrolled lead to serious inter- 
ference with the work of government- 
al or commercial stations. 

Hereafter every wireless operator 
must have a license from the naval 
service department, and must com- 
ply with all the conditions of such 
license, on penalty of a fine not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars or three montha’ 
imprisonment. For a limited coast 
station license the annual charge is 
/$10; for a public commercial license, 
$50; for a private commercial license, 
$10; for un experimental license, $5, 
and for an amateur license, $1. 

Provision is made in each license 
for the character of the wave-lengths 
to be used and the range allowed. Al! 
amateur operators; are required when 
Operating to listen for the signal 
“Stop,” which will indicate that they 
are interfering with commercial busi- 
ness. If that signal is heard the oper- 
ator must stop until it is cancelled by 
a duly authorized government station. 
A distinctive call for each station is 
allotted with the license, and no sta- 
tion must be worked by enyone not 
holding at least an amateur expert- 
}mental certificate of proficiency secur- 
'ed from the naval service department.

It is proposed that Canada should 
buy three war vessels being built for 
other nations in England and which 
are for sale. 

Col. S. Hughes, minister of militia 
and defence reports everything ready 
for mobilization as soon as the word 
is giuen that England is at war- with 
Germany. 

The Canadian Atlantic coast is 
threatened by German cruisers off 
New York harbor. 

The Dominion government will al. 
low the Banks to pay in Dominion 
notes and net gold and will also allow 
them to issue excess note circulation 


to the amount of 15 per cent. of their 
combined paid up capital and reserves. 

Canada is prepared to equip an 
army of 60,000 men if required. Tre- 
mendous offers of men wishing to vol- 
unteer to help the mother country are 
being received from all over the coun- 
try at Ottawa.

Very little work has been 
done in town this summer and the 
Council has tried to keep down ex- 
penses, but the large outlay caused by 
the fire last winter and the lowered 
assessment through different eauses 
with the loss of revenue from hotel 
\icenses has made it imperative that 
the tax rate should he raised to meet 
the required expenditures.

General rate 36 wills; School rate in 
town 25 mills; School rate, outside 
town in school district 8 mills (this 
rate is set by the provincial govern- 
ment and throws the burden on the 
town school tax payer); Debenture 
rate g mills.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 


WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THe sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stthd a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the oftice of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years., A_homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions, A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity, 

In certain districts a homesteader in - 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$8 per acre, Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra ctitivation, The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, scrubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead certain districts, Price $3 per 
acre. Duties—Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300, *

After 
twenty minutes mcie take up dougk 
with hands slightly greased and fold 
over and over fourteen times. Cover, . 
set aside for twenty minutes; then 
fald nine times. After twenty minutec 
more mold into loaves and bake forty 
minutes in a steady oven 400 to 416 
degrees F. A cup of water in. the over
